FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 

I would like again to wish all of you 
Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year. 
May this New Year be one filled with many 
hopes and blessings. I also want to say thank 
you for the many Christmas greetings and 
blessings I have received this Christmas 
season. 

May the Peace of Emmanuel be with you all. 

(The final words of the Introduction to the 
Lectionarv's Proclamation of the Gospel 
according to Mark from the Living Liturgy) 

In a feature unique to year B, the lectionary 
departs from Mark for five consecutive weeks 
in Ordinary Time (Sundays 17-21) and 
recounts John’s version of the feeding of the 
5,000 (6:1-15; Sunday 17) along with John’s 
“Bread of Life Discourse” (6:24-35, 41-51, 
51-58, 60-69; Sundays 18-21) Because the 
Gospel according to John does not have its 
own liturgical year, there are limited 
opportunities to make the riches of John’s 
gospel available to the people of God, John is 
read annually on most Sundays of the Easter 
Season, but during seasonal time the thematic 
concerns of the season (resurrection and new 
life) determine what passages are proclaimed. 
By incorporating John 6 into year B, the 



Lectionary ensures that John’s theologically 
rich and religiously important reflection on 
the Eucharist is made available. 

The distinctive theology of Mark and the 
purpose of liturgical proclamation come 
together at the cross of Jesus. Eor Mark the 
cross reveals his profound insight into the 
identity of Jesus as the suffering Son of God; 
in the liturgy the mystery of the cross is 
actualized as we proclaim in word and 
celebrate in ritual the dying and rising of 
Jesus. On the cross Jesus accomplishes his 
mission and points the way for believers: “If 
any want to be come my followers, let them 
deny themselves and take up their cross an 
follow me” (8:34). The way of the Master is 
the way of the disciple.
